Georgia has joined the democratic procession and shows an increase of about 
%,000 over its democratic majority of 2,161 two years ago. 

The result of yesterday's election is a-genuine surprise all along the line. Gov- 
ernor Atkinson’s majority will be nearly 40,000 over Hon. Seaborn Wright, who con- 
tested the race with him as the populist nomince. 

The Constitution presents this morning reports from every one of the 137 coun- 
ties in Georgia, its special correspondents having gathered the returns, consoli- 
dated them, as far as was practicable, at the county seats, and then forwarded 
them on their news mission to The Constitution. In many counties of the state 
there are neither telegraphic nor telephone facilities and in every instance the cor- 
respondent of the county seats of such counties sent their returns by special mes- 
senger to the nearest station of direct communication. These returns were imme. 
diately put in transit to Atlanta, and The Constitution is enabled to go to press 
this morning with a report from every county in the state. 

The official consolidation will take place at the county seats today at noon and

BANDITS ON WHEELS 


Bank Cashier and a Citizen Shot by 
Bold Robbers, 


THEY RIDE AWAY ON BICYCLES 


N‘wo Men Rob a Minnesota Money 
Depository. 


THEY GET A THOUSAND DOLLARS IN CASH 


Fight Their Way Through the Streets 
to Their Machinesand Make 


Good Their Escape. 


Sherburne, Minn., October 7.--Bicycle ban- 
dits this afternoon ‘“‘held up” the Bank of 
Sherburne, killed Assistant Cashier George 
Thoburn and Olaf Oestern, secured $1,000 
in cash and at a Tate hour tonight had suc- 
cessfully eluded a pcsse sent out in pur- 


suit. ’ 

About noon today two men, one of whom 
looked like a mere boy, rode along the main 
street on bicycles. They were -both well 
dressed, but were urshaved and travel- 
stained. No particular attention was paid 
to them. Sherburne is a town of but 300 
people, most of them workingmen, and at 
that hour they were hurrying home to 
dinner. 

The strangers hung around the outskirts 
until shortly after 1 o’clock, presumably 
“sizing up” the situation. At that time 
they sauntered down the street and stopped 
immediately in front. of the Bank of Sher- 
butne. Aftes a moment’s talk they went 
into the bank and the elder man engaged 
Assistant Cashier George Thoburn in con- 
versation. Precisely what occurred inside 
the bank is not known, as nobody was on 
the street in that immediate vicinity at 
that time... One of the desperadoes, how- 
ever, got hold of a roll of bills containing 
about $1,000. Thoburn probably tried to pre- 
vent the men from getting away with the 
money and they whipped out their re- 
volvers and began firing and, at the same 
time, retreating. One of the bullets struck 
Thoburn in the neck and another cut the 
aorta, causing almost instant death from 
internal hemorrhage. 

The shooting in the bank aroused the 
town, and people began running in that 
direction. The first man to reach the place 
was Olaf Cestern, of Luverne, a traveling 
salesrvan for the Wood Harvester Compa- 
ny, of St. Paul. The desperadoes evidently 
feared that they would be captured, as they 
quickly turned their firearms upon Oestern. 
He made a dash to grapple with them, but 
was not quick enough, as he was struck 
in the head and fell dead at their feet. 
They ran down the street, firing at ran- 
dom, while people scurried to places of 
safety, 

The fleeing robbers ran about three 
blocks to a clump of bushes, where they 
had cached their wheels, mounted them 
and rode rapidly toward the Iowa line, 
six miles to the south. 

Mayar C, E. Everett at once sent a dis- 
patch to Governor Clough, at St. Paul, 
telling him of the tragedy and asking his 
advice. The governor answered immedi- 
ately: 

“Wire all points and send out posses 
surrounding Sherburne.” 

The governor also wired W. P. Hill, 
sheriff of Martin county, ,to send out 
posses. Sheriff Hill organized a large 
posse, which moved southward on horse- 
back late in the afternoon. As the roads 
are in fine condition, the desperadoes 
could have gone forty or fifty miles be- 
fdre the posses started. At 10 o'clock to- 
night the pursuing party returned, having 
found no trace of the desperadoes. An- 
other posse will leave at daylight.

We hope most sin- 
cerely that the negotiations with the United 
States will result peacefully, but nothing is 
to be gained by shutting our eyes and cry- 
ing ‘peace,’ where there is no peace.”’

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HERE THEY DEBATED 


Spot Where Lincoln and Douglas Speke 
Has Been Marked, 
BRONZE © TABLET UNVEILED 


Thirty-Eight Years Ago Two Great 
Leaders Met at Knox College. 


WHERE THEY DISCUSSED LIVE ISSUES 


Grand Army of ‘$e Republic Take Part 
in the Exercises—Brilliant 
Orators Present. 


Galesburg, .Ill., October 7.—Knox college 
today ‘honored the memory of Lincoln and 
Douglas by the unveiling of a bronze tab- 
let commemorating the thirty-eighth an- 
niversary of the great Lincoln-Douglas 
joint debate, 

Preparations for this celebration have 
been under way for a ‘year and a large 
crowd was present to witness the exer- 
cises. 


During the morning a beautiful soldiers’ . 


monument in Hope cemetery was unveiled. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock a parade composed 


of local Grand Army of the Republic men 
and visiting posts, Veterans’ League, s@v- 
eral companies of state militia, the police 
and fire departments and Women’s Relief 
Corps of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
passed through the principal Streets and 
was reviewed in the public square by the 
mayor, Chauncey M. Depew, Senator 
Palmer and other distinguished guests. 
The procession then marched to Hope 
cemetery, where the monument was. un- 
veiled by the Hon. Robert T. Lincoln. 
As the monument was unveiled it was sa- 
luted by a number of rounds from two 
brass field pieces. 

Hon. Robert T. Lincoln then delivered 
an address. Addresses were also delivered 
by W. G. Cochran, department commander 
Ininois Grand Army of the Republic, and 
Mrs. Marie E. McCauley, department 
president Illinois Women’s Relief Corps. 


Leading to the Debate. 


In 1857 Buchanan was scarcely in the 
the supreme: 


presidential chair before 
court, in the decision of the Dred Scott 
case, declared that a negro could not sue 
in the United States courts and that con- 
gress could not prohibit slavery in the 
territories. 

This decision was such-an evident ad- 
vance of the slave power, says McClure’s 
Magazine, that there was a violent 
uproar in fhe north. Douglas went at 
once to Illinois to calm his constituents, 

“What,” he cried, ‘‘oppose the supreme 
court? Is it not sacred? To resist it is 
anarchy.” : 

Lincoln met him on the issue in a speech 
at Springfield in June, 1857. He said: 

We believe as much as Juuge 
Douglas, perhaps more, in obedi- 
ence to and respect for the judi- 
cial department of government. 

. . . But we think the Dred 

Scott decision is erroneous. We 

know the court that made it has 

often overruled its own decisions, 
and we shall do what we can to 
have it overrule this. We offer 

no resistance. If this im- 

portant decision had been made 

by the unanimous concurrence of 
the judges, and without any ap- 
parent partisan bias, and in ac- 
cordance with legal public ex- 
pectation and with the steady 
practice of the departments 
throughout our history, and had 
been in no part based on assumed 
historical facts which are not 
really true; or if wanting in 
some of these, it had been before 
the court more than once, and 
had there been affirmed and re- 
affirmed through a course of 
years, it then might be, perhaps 
would be, factious—nay, even 
revolutionary—noft to acquiesce 
in it as a precedent. But when, 
as is true, we find it wanting in 
all these claims to the public 
confidence, it is not resistance, it 
is notsfactious, it is not even 
disrespectful, to treat it as not 
having yet quite established a 
settled doctrine for the country. 

Let Douglas cry “awful,” “anarchy,” 
“reyolution,” as much as he would, Lin- 
coln’s argument, against the Dred Scott 
decision appealed to common sense. and 
won him commendation all over the coun- 
try. Even the radical leaders of the par- 
ty in the east—Seward, Sumner, Theo- 
dore Parker, Garrison, Phillips—began to 
notice him, to read his speeches, to “con- 
sider his arguments. 

Opening of the Campaign. 

With every month of 187 Lincoln grew 
stronger, and his election in Illinois as 
United States senatorial candidate in 1858 
against Douglas would have been insured 
if Douglas had not suddenly broken with 


Buchanan and his party in a way which 
won him the hearty sympathy and respect 


of a large part of the republicans of the. 


By a flagrantly unfair vote the 
pro-slavery leaders of Kansas had secured 
the adoption of the Lecompton constitu- 
tion, allowing slavery in that state. Pres- 
ident Buchanan urged congress to admit 
Kansas with her sus constitution. 
Douglas, who would not sanction so base 
an injustice, opposed the measure, voting 
with the republicans steadily against the 
admission. The Buchananists, outraged at 
what they called “Douglas's apostasy,”’ 
broke with him. Then it was that a part 
of the republican party, notably Horace 
Greeley, at the head of The New York 
Tribune, struck by the boldness and no- 
bility of Douglas’s opposition, began to 
hope to win him over from the democrats 
to the republicans. Their firat step was 
te counsel the leaders of their party in 


north. 


Street, 


Illinois to put up no candidate against 
Douglas for the United States senatorship 
in 1858. . 

Lincoln saw this change on the part of 
the republican leaders with dismay. “‘Gree- 
ley is not doing me right,’” he said. “I am 
a true republican, and have been tried 
already in the hottest part of the anti- 
Slavery fight; and yet I find him taking 
up Douglas, a veritable dodger—once a 
tool of the south, now its enemy—and 
pushing him to the front.” He grew so 
restless over the returning popularity of 
Douglas among the republicans that 
Herndon, ‘his law partner, determined to 
Bo east to find out the real feeling of the 
eastern leaders toward Lincoln. Hern- 
don had, for a long time, been ifn cor- 
respondence with the leading abolitionists 
and had no difficulty in getting interviews. 

But though the encouragement which 
came to Lincoln from the east in the 
spring of 1858 was meager, that which 
came to him from Illinois was abundant. 
There the republicans supported him in 
whole-hearted devotion. In June, the state 
convention, meeting in Springfield to nomi- 
nate its candidate for senator, declared 
that Abraham Lincoln was its first and 
only choice as the successor of Stephen 
A. Douglas. The press was jubilant. 
“Unanimity is a weak word,’ wrote the 
editor of The Bloomington Pantagraph, 
“to express the universal and intense feel- 
ing of the convention.” 


Attacked Supreme Court. , 

On the evening of the day of his nomi- 
nation Lincoln addressed his constituents. 
The first paragraph of his speech gave 
the key to the campaign he proposed. “A 
house divided against itself cannot stand. 
I believe this government cannot ‘endure 
permanently half slave and half free. I 
do not expect the house to fall—but I do 
expect it will cease to be divided. It will 
become all one thing or all the other.”’ 

Then followed the famous charge of con- 
Spiracy against the slavery advocates, the 
pe = that Pierce, Buchanan, Chief Jus-. 
tice-Taney and Douglas had been making 
a concerted effort to legalize the institu- 
tion of slavery “in all the states, old as 
well a& Rew, north as well as south.” 

Lincoln, resolved_to force Douglas#to meet 
his arguments, challenged him to a series 
of joint debates. Douglas was not pleased. 
His reply to the challenge was. irritable, 
even slightly insolent. To those of* his 
friends who talked with him privately of 
the contest he said: “‘I do not feel, between 
you and me, that I want to go into this de- 
bate. The whole country knows me ‘and 
has me measured. . Lincoln, as regards my- 
self, is comparatively unknown, and if he 
gets the best of this debate—and I want to 
say “he is the ablest man the republicans 
have got—I shall lose everything and Lin- 
coln will gain everything. Should I win, I 
shall gain but little. I do not want to go into 
a debate with Abe.”’ 

Publicly, however, he carried off the pros- 
pect confidently, even jauntily. “Mr. Lin- 
coln,”” he said, patronizingly, “is a kind, 
amiable, intelligent gentleman.’’ In the 
meantime his constituents boasted loudly 
of the fine spectacle they were going to give 
the state—‘‘the little giant chawing up Old 
Abe!” wi 

Many of Lincoln’s friends looked forward 
to the encounter with foreboding. Often, in 
spite of their best intentions, they showed 
anxiety. 

If one will take a map of Illinois and 1lo- 
cate the points of the Lincoln and Douglas 
debates held between August 2ist and Oc- 
tober 15, 1858, he will see that the whole 
State was traversed in the contest. The 
first took place at Ottawa, about seventy- 
five miles southwest of Chicago, on August 
Zist; the second at Freeport, near the Wis- 


consin boundary, on August 27th. The third. 


. *§ in the extreme southern part of the 
state, at Jonesboro, on September 15th. 
Three days later the contestants met one 
hundred and fifty miles northeast of Jones- 
boro, at Charleston. The fifth, sixth and 
seventh debates were held in the western 
part of the state at Galesburg, October 7th; 
ee October 13th, and Alton, October 
15th.

TWO MEN SHOT AT ELBERTON 


BUD SANDERS AND I. G. SWIFT 
HY WITH BULLETS. , 


One of the Trigger Pullers Makes His 
' —Escape and the Other in Jail 
Threatened with Lynching. 


Llberton, Ga., October 7.—(Special.)—Two 
fen were shot here today, one fatally and 
the other dangerously. Both of the men 
who did the shooting attempted to escape, 
but both are now in jail, threatened with 
quick punishment by an angry and infuriat- 
ed mob. One of the men was captured al- 
most upon the scene of the shooting, while 
the other made a bold effort to escape and 
was captured only after a hard chase. 

About 10 o’clock quite a large number of 
Negroes who came to town to vote were 
«xrowding densely around the voting pre- 
cinct. During the voting Colonel L..T. H. 
Swift, Colonel I. C. Van Duzer, Bud Adams 
and Will Mayfield became engaged in a 
quarrel. They came to blows and parties 
tried to separate them. 

Mayfield was pulled away, and as he was 
being pulled away Adams struck him on the 
head with his fist. Mayfleld jerked loose, 
and pulling out his pistol, began to shoot 
indiscriminately. He shot at L. H. Turner, 
an onlooker, 4nd at I. G. Swift, cashier of 
the Elberton Loan and Savings bank. Mr, 
Turner was not hurt. 

Mr. Swift ran into an inclosure near by. 
Mayfield then shot Bud Sanders, who was 
some: distance from him, through the left 
lung. Sanders fell and began bleeding at 
the mouth. He pulled his pistol and shot 
at Mayfield, who had by that time run some 


-« distance. 


Swift, who was pursued into the inclos- 
ure by Tom Wall, emerged and was shot 
three times by Wall. He was hit in the 
wrist and right arm, falling at the third 
shot. 

When Wall shot he, too, ran, but was cap- 
tured by J. C. Brown and put in jail. 

Mayfield ran back of S. S. Brewer’s resi- 
dence and entering Bruce’s pasture, captur- 
ed a mulo with a halter on and rode as fast 
as possible, a large crowd following him 
and shooting at every step. He came to a 
wire fence and had to leave the mule. In 
a few minutes he was captured and placed 
in jail. The mule was fearfully shot. May- 
field Was not touched. 

Mr. Swift, one of the parties shot, is a 
brother of Colonel T. M. Swift, the demo- 
cratic nominee, and J. A. Sanders, the oth- 
er party shot, is a son of the late J. O. 
Sanders. 

Wall was the only one drinking. 

Will Mayfield, who shot Sanders, was 
tried with his brother two years ago for the 
kiiling of Kornaghel at the Elberton cil 
mills. They were both acquitted. 

There was no cause for the shooting. and 
the people became indignant and talk of 
lynching both. Mayfield and Wail was in- 
duiged in very frecly, but no outbreak has 
occurred. 

Swift is not seriously injured, but his 
wounds are very painful. Sanders may get 
over his wound, but some of the doctors 
think it not likely. 


TWO MEN WITH TWO GUNS EACH 


Man on Trial for Killing One of Two 
Men Shot to Death. 

Selma, Ala., October 7.—(Special.)—The 
case of the state of Alabama against Joe 
Dudley, charged with the murder of Rob- 
ert H. Browning, in April, 1895, is being 
tried in the circuit court and will proba- 
bly consume the remainder of the week. 

Some difficulty was experienced in secur- 
ing a jury and it was not completed until 
this morning. 

The trial will recall the tragedy enacted 

in Henry Cassin’s store, on Waters street, 
Friday, April 26, 1895, in which Edward <A. 
Dudiey and Robert H. Browning met sud- 
den and terrible deaths. 
. The parties to the tragedy were in the 
city to aitend the trial of James Minter 
for the shooting of Sonk Dudley, the father 
of Edward and brother of Joe, several 
weeks before. 

Browning and W. H. Sneed, his friend, 
were standing at the counter near the front 
of Cassin’s store when Ed Dudley entered, 
and, it is claimed; brushed against Brown- 
ing. Dudley, without stopping, walked to 
the water bucket in the rear followed by

Columbia, 8S. C., October 11.—(Special.)— 
A bold attempt was made last night to as- 
Ssassinate William N. Graydon, of Abhbe- 
ville, a leading South Carolina lawyer, ex- 
member of the legislature and one of the 
most influential of the younger politicians in 
the state. At the present term of court 
Colonel Graydon managed a case for a 
negro charged with burning a ginhouse be- 
longing to a man named Milling. Owing to 
his efforts the ease resulted in a mistrial. 

Milling and Morrow, a friend of Milling, 
did not like the verdict,and were infuriated 
at Colonel Graydon, as his management of 
the case alone saved the negro. 

Last night Colonel Graydon was driving 
out to his residence a mile and a. half 
from the city with his little son, and when 
a short distance from the city came upon 
Milling and Morrow waiting in the road. 
Without warning one of them said: ‘‘Here 
is the damned rascal now; let’s kil] him.” 

They then fired four shots at Colonel 
Graydon and rode off. - Not one shot hit 
him. Today he swore out a warrant for 
the arrest of his assailants and a deputy 
has gone to execute it.

Ah Nee was shot down in the hallway of 
a Chinese lodging house shortly before 
midnight, ang while the police were look- 
ing for the murderer Ah Chung met his 
death on Pacific street, supposedly at the 
hands of Lee Loui, who was captured in 
the vicinity while in the act of concealing 
a freshly discharged revolver. How Fook 
and How Tom, both members of the Bo- 
Long-Tong, have been arrested on suspi- 
cion of being implicated in the murder of 
Ah Nee. A prominent Chinese, who called 
at the receiving hospital to see Ah Chung, 
remarked when informed that his friend 
was dead: 

“Lots more be killed tomorrow; big fight 
now.’’ 

It is believed that the efforts now making 
to reunite the Six Companies will result in 
many sanguinary feuds between the yari- 
ous societies, who, having once enjoyed 
commercial freedom, will never return to 
their former state of bondage.

State Tompkins and Liquor Commissioner 


Mixson, adjourned the hearing till this 
meeting. : 

It was - decided last night that the 
scandal case would not be entered 
into until ,the regular routine busi- 
ness of the board had been disposed of. 
The board found time to receive the re- 
port of Messrs. Williams and Weston, 
who were sent west to investigate the re- 
bate business. In it they say: * 


“We went to Atlanta and found it was 


impossible to recover qa damaging tele- 
gram said to have been sent from there 
to Commissioner Mixson by his son, in 
July, 1895, as under the rules of the com- 
pany all matter over six months old had 
been destroyed. We then proceeded 
to Cincinnati and as a_ result pre- 
pent herewith a statement from 
the Peebles and Live Oak companies, who 
have ‘been charged with paying rebates, 
which deserves but little comment at our 
hands. 

“The officers and employes of those com- 
panies refused to discuss any of these 
matters with us except through their at- 
torney; refused to allow a stenographic re. 
port with them and refused to be bound 
by any verbal statement they might make. 
The written statement amounts to little 
else than an advertisement for themselves, 


and without charging anybody with wrong- 


doing, we respectfully suggest .that the 
legislature is the only power in this state 
with sufficient authority to grapple with 
this matter and expose damaging facts if 
any’ exist. ‘ 

“While in Cincinnati we approached oth- 
er parties who had had dealings with the 
dispensary, but with -unsatisfactory ‘re- 
sults. 

“A great many letters were submitted 
which passed between the Mixson boys and 
liquor men, but revealed nothing new. 
This board ef control, on account of -the 
many rumors affecting the integrity of 
the management of thé business of the 
state dispensary before the present board 
took charge of its affairs, deemed it prop- 
er to enter upon an investigation of the 
truth of such rumors, so far as they af- 
fect employes of the institution, This in- 
vestigation has been made as thorough 
and as searching as possible in view of 


the limited extent of the power and au- 


thority of this board. 

“A joint committee, composed of one 
member of the board and one member of 
the legislative examining® committee, was 
sent to Atlanta and Cincinnati to investi- 
gate the business transactions between 
firms who -haye sold liquors to the state 
and the officials of ‘the state dispensary 
under the former account of the legisla- 


. ture, 


' “The report of this joint committee ‘has 
been made. It is the sense of this board 
that at the proper time the geheral assem- 
bly shall be..fully apprised of the disad- 
vantages under which this investigation 
Was made, that they may take such steps 
as may be deemed advisable. 

“The evidence that has been taken is, 
in the opinion of this @oard, insufficient 
to show that any officer or employe of 
the state dispensary has received rebates 
or commissions’ on sales to the dispen- 
sary.” 3 

During the recess ten members. of the 
board have been visiting western cities 
hunting for evidence. Their report will 
probably be made tomorrow night, and is 
awaited with the greatest interest. 

There has been much talk of late of the 
board removing Commissioner Mixson or 
forcing him to resign or that he, feeling in- 
jured, would resign. A close study of the 
latest dispensary law gives the interest- 
ing information that Commissioner Mix- 
son holds, so to speak, a royal straight 
flush, He cannot be removed, and if he 
resigns the wheels of the big state gin mill 
would come to a standstill and eould only 
be started by the action of the legisla- 
ture, a special session of which becoming 
necessary. If he should die, the same re- 
sult, would follow. This curious condition 
results from ‘section 3 of the dispensary 
act, which says: ' 

“The state*board of control shall, at the 
expiration of the term of the preserg com- 
missioner, and at the expiration of every 
two years thereafter, appoint a commis- 
sioner, which appointment, shall be sub- 
mitted to the senate at its next session 
for its approval,’’ etc. 

So the new law takes -all power from 
the governor afid the old board of control 
and confers it on the new board, but only 
so far as the appointment of a commis- 
Sioner is concerned, after the expiration of 
the incumbent’s term of office, which will 
be February 1, 1897. Should he resign; his 
successor could only be selected, after the 
legislature has amended the law. 

Here is another complication: The state 
commissioner is the only man to whom 
liquor can be shipped from without the 
State and is the only man who can ship 
liquor to the county dispensaries. If Colo- 
nel Mexson should resign, the patrons of 
the dispensary would be forced to indure 
thirst with the best grace possible until 
the legislature meets. Here is the section 
that would operate to close the dispensa- 
ries should Colonel Mixson resign or ‘be 
removed by death—the only pewer that can 
remove him: 

“In all purchases of sales of: intoxicat- 
ing liquors made as contemplated in this 
act, the state board of control #tiall: cause 
a certificate to be attached to each and 
,every package containing safd liquors 
when the same is shipped to the state 
‘cOmmissioner from the place of purchase. 
/-or by state commissioner to the county 
dispensaries, certified by their official gig- 
‘natures and seal, which certificate shall 
State that liquors contained’ in said pack- 
ages have been purchased by the state 
board of control for tse within the state 
of South Carolina, undér the laws of said 
State, and shall also cause to be attached 
to all such liquors the -certificate of: the 
chemist of the South Carolina college that 
‘Samples of the same have been tested as 
required by this act,” ete, . 

In a recent interview, Governor’’Evans 
expressed the opinion that the liquor com- 
missioner would be dispensed with by the 
next legislature and his duties devolve 
upon the state board of control. The com- 
missioner’s salary is §$2,500—more than any 
Other state officer except the governor.

He was at 
once driven to the union station, where 
another large crowd had assembled.

lism four years ago, but leaders in the re- 
publican party were.advocating, four years 
ago, what they denounce now.

VEST POCKET VOTERS WERE OUT 


The Usual Scenes and Incidents En- 
livened the Polling Places. 

The. state election in the city and county 
yesterday passed off without any special 
event or disturbance. The scenes about the 
polls were typical’and many humorous in- 
cidents occurred to enliven the day at the 


polis. 
’There was a notable absence of workers 


and those who were out contented them- 
selves, in the main, by handing out tickets 
when called for. But some good work was 
done at several of the polling places. Many 
of the voters, in fact the great majority, 
‘voted folded tickets, known as the vest 


pocket ticket.

Mr. Seab Wright, in his tabernacle 
speech, made the following remarks: 
Mr. Wright stated that he had an- 
nounced all over the state that he 
was independent in polities and he ex- 
pected to remain independent so long 
as he lived. He indorsed every plank 
of tthe populist platform and pro- 
nounced it to be the cleanest that was 
ever constructed in Georgia. ‘The day 
of blind devotion to party has passed. 
(A few cries of ‘‘Amen.’’) Cleveland 
is independent. However much I differ 
from Mr. Cleveland in regard to policy, 
I always have admired his royal inde- 
pendence of party. 
In other words, Mr. Wright, no matter 
what he believes or what he represents, 
will wander in the wilderness when- 
ever he feels in the humor to do so. 
He.indorsed every word of the populist 
platform, and yet he was independent 
of that platform because “the day of 
blind devotion to party has passed.” 
There is a good deal of this kind of 
talk afloat, and it sometimes attracts 
the applause of the unthinking. It at- 
tracts applause because there are a 
great many people who instinctively 
know that real independence of action 
is the safety of the republic, but who 
do not take the trouble to discriminate 
between real* independence and the 
counterfeit variety. : 
But the line of safety must be drawn 
somewhere, and it is overleaped when 
a politician becomes so independent 
that the principles he indorses in the 
morning do, not suit his stomach at 
night. A really independent man is 
sometimes a very dangerous character. 
Whether he is or not is owing entirely 
to what he is independent of.

have trusted him. Mr. Wright treads 
on debatable ground when he extols 
the “independence of Cleveland.” Has 
it suddenly become a virtue for a man 
to be “independent” of the people in 
order that he may be a tool of the 
money power? It is in the power of 
any president to sacrifice the interests 
of the people to the greed of gold syndi- 
cates; but when until Mr. Wright 
stepped forth to give it name was such 
action as that known as “independ- 
ence?’ Why if we are to pursue the 
matter with the data that Mr. Wright 
gives us, we must conclude that Bene- 
dict Arnold was the most glorious pa- 
triot that ever breathed, if we leave out 
of view that great politician, Judas Is- 
eariot. He was not only independent 
of party, but independent of country. 
Will some of the brethren who cried 


“Amen!” to Mr. Seab Wright's conclu- 


sions informs us why Mr. Arnold was 
called a traitor by his political oppo- 
nents? 

The fact is, as a schoolboy might see, 
independence has its limitations. Noth- 
ing seems to be more distinctly oppo- 
site than the points of the compass, 
and yet if our notions persistently carry 
us eastward we suddenly find ourselves 
going through the west. A man who is 
“independent” of party obligations 
that he fas deliberately taken upon 
himself, may win the admiration of 
the weak minded, but “independence” 
in this instance is nothing less than 
“faithiessness,” and it will never be 
described by any other name by those 
who measure the conduct of men by 
the old standards of -honesty and in- 
tegrity. 

It is as immoral and as dishonest to 
violate a political pledge as it is to re 
pudiate a business obligation. The 
fact that the law reaches’ one and not 
the other has nothing whatever to do. 
with the morality of the transaction. 

A man who will betray a political 
trust would be just as quick to betray 
a private trust but for fear of the law. 
Those who choose to call this sort of 
thing “independence” are welcome to 
do so, but there is another and a bet- 
ter name for it. 

The voters have a perfect right to 
act independently of parties if they are 
not ‘committed to party action in the 
primaries, but the leaders are in a 
vastly different position. When they he- 
come candidates for an office they 
pledge themselves by their acceptance 
to carry out the will of their party. 
When they fail to do so, they are not 


acting “independently” at all. They are’ 


simply betraying the trust reposed in 
them. 

‘Does anybody extol McKinley for ‘‘in- 
dependence’ because he has swallowed 
his convictions and placed himself in 
the hands of a syndicate? 

Mr. Wright says he has been an in- 
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justice ‘to him, we don’t believe that 
he is that soft of an indepgndent. 


The Democratic Victory. _ 

The election returns whieh The Con- 
stitution fs able to publish this morning’ 
show that the democrats have gained 
an overwhelming victory in Georgia. 
Governor Atkinson and the whole dem- 
ocratic ticket have received a majority 
in the neighborhood of 40,000. More 
than this, the general assembly is over- 
whelmingly democratic in both the 
house and the senate. 

The result is a sweeping vindication 
of democratic management of state af- 
fairs, and a vote of confidence in Gov- 
ernor Atkinson and his administration. 

It is the decision of the people that 
they are not prepared to enter upon 
new-fangled experiments in: the way 
of legislation, but that they propose to 
stick to old democratic lines and prin-. 
ciples—a conclusion as wholesome as it 
is essential, especially atthis time, when 
some of those who have been working 
in democratic harness are seeking to 
couvey the impression that democracy 
is something entirely different from the 
faith in which our people have been 
reared. 

The democratic victory is likewise a 
triumph, and a lasting one, let us hope, 
for the principle of local option as 
against prohibition enforced over the 
protest of communities fhat do not 
want it. Prohibition will not last very 
long in Georgia if the leaders of that 
cause do not frown down the persist- 
ent attempts of the politicians to drag 
that issue into party politics for the 
purpose of attracting the temperance 
people to their support. As the la- 
mented Dr. Haygood said, it is vital 
that the prohibition question be kept 
out of politics. He deemed it as great 
a hardship for an outside majority to 
force its preferences on a remote com- 
munity as it would be for a local mi- 
nority to impose barrooms on a com- 
munity opposed to them. The advice 
of Dr. Haygood was to keep the ques- 
tion out of politics, and,the people yes- 
terday followed his advice by voting 
down the proposition to disestablish 
local option and make prohibition the 
football and plaything of ambitious 
politicians. Th venerable Dr. Big- 
ham recently declared that prohibition 
had never made any’ appreciable ad- 
vance until the adopfion of the local 
option law. 

The Constitution, therefore, is of the 
opinion that the prohibitionists, as well 
as the democrats, are to be congratulateé 
on the results of yesterday’s election. 
It has put an end, at least for some 
years t@come, to all attempts on the 
part of politicians to make a partisan 
issue of prohibition in the hope of 
making it a stepping stone to office. 
The public sentiment of the state has 
declared that it is satisfied with the 
remarkable progress prohibition has 
made under local option, and that 
it is perfectly willing to trust to the 
influences that have made it effective 
thus far. 

The democratic party ought to bd 
entirely satisfied with the indorsement 
the people have given it. The result 
shows that the people of Georgia are 
eritirely satisfied with the results of 
democratic government, and we judge 
from tlfe increased majority of the.

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Against the Cotton Tie Trust, 

Commisstoner Nesbitt is making a 
strong fight against the cotton tie 
trust. To accomplish the overthrow 
of this grasping monster, however, 
which has fattened upon the hard earn- 
ings of the southern farmer, it is neec- 
essary that he should have the earnest 
support and co-operation of the farm- 
ers of this section. 

If the requisite amount of encour- 
agement is forthcoming it is more than 
likely that the trust which Commis- 
sioner Nesbitt is oppoding with so much 
zeal will be successfully overcome. His 
investigations have already resulted in 
the discovery of a substitute for the 
flat tie, which has received the highest 
indorsement of the compress men of 
the state, and which, from present indi- 
cations, is sure to give general satis- 
faction. The Hitt wire tie; as it is 
known, contains fifty pounds to the 
bunch, instead of forty-five, as in the 
case of the present tie, and a saving of 
20 cents can be realized on each bunch. 

Some little difficulty, which has turn- 
ed out to be a matter of small conse- 
quence, was recently experienced with 
the compress miti of Charleston, S. 
C., on account of wire ties. It seems

forced. This brought the compress 
men promptly to terms and they agreed 
to receive all the cotton shipped to 
them hereafter in the wire tie. 
The tie which Commissioner Nesbitt 
proposes as a substitute for the pres- 
ent flat tie meets every objection which

has received, and will doubtless meet 
with speedy adoption as soon as its 
virtues become thoroughly known.

Republicanism and the Money Power. 

To show the inconsistent attitude of 
the republican party in throwing aside 
all former scruples and boldly advocat- 
ing the single gold standard the follow- 
ing extract from the campaign book of 
1892 is cited: ' 

There is grave danger of the unqual- 
ified adoption of the gold standard. 
For as silver has been taken out of Eu- 
rope’s coinage, the demand has enor- 
mously grown, and grown in 4 
proportion much greater than 
the supply. Measuring both  met- 
als by the standard of commo- 
dities, it is ‘substantially true to 
say that “gold has appreciated much 
more than silver has depreciated.’ In 
a silver using country silver wil buy 
almost as much of everything except 
gold as it would ten or a dozen years 
ago, and this fact sustains the demand 
for cheaper money. The advocates of 
the gold standard allege that the value 
of gold is intrinsic, and that a certain 
quantity of gold bullion having a fixed 
value should be the standard of ex- 
change. This would all be well enough 
if any one were able to insure that the 
supply of gold would continually in- 
crease in ratio with the increasing de- 
mand for it caused by a growing popu- 
lation and commerce. But, aS a matter 
of fact, it is decreasing in that ratio, 
and therefore a man who ten years ago 
contracted a debt which might then 
have been discharged with a thousand 
bushels of wheat, must today pay 
many more thousand bushels to get 
himself free. 

The meaning of this is clear. The capi- 
talist can increase his wealth by simply 
converting-it into gold, putting it in a 
vault and holding it idle for a series of 
years. At the end of ten years it will 
buy more provisions and labor than it 
would when he stored it. As the sup- 
ply of gold contracts everybody .must 
work harder to get it. 

It is plain that a debtor is entitled to 
discharge obligations for a value pre- 
cisely similar to that he originally ob- 
tained. He cannot do this if the money 
in which his loan is compulsively paya- 
able increases between the date of its 
making and the date of its payment. 
Measured in gold all obligations have 
thus far increased in a very short pe- 
riod of time. The creditor class enjoys, 
therefore, a vast advantage over the 
debtor class. The men who work fora 
living, who consume their earnings 
year iby year, are placed in a most un- 
fair position. 

Such is the language in which the re- 
publican party addressed itself to the 
money question four years ago. In 
every line of the foregoing extract it 
falsifies the position which the party 
has assumed in the present campaign 
and establishes a contradiction which 
is wholly irreconcilable. 

It is due to the republican party that 
the country is now groaning under the 
curse of the single gold standard, but 
never before has the party had the 
courage to throw aside the mask of 
patriotism which it has cleverly worn 
in former campaigns and boldly ac- 
knowledge its allegiance to the money 
power. 

Such being the attitude of the party 
it ceases to be a matter of surprise that 
hundreds & honest republicans should 
espouse the cause of Mr. Bryan. 
oo. 

An Irish Potato Festival. 

Three hundred .years ago the first 
irish potato was planted in the soil of 
Ireland. Such has been the record of 
this famous vegetable during the long 
interval of time which has followed 
its discovry that the Irish people have 
arranged to hold a celebration in its 
honor some time next month. 

The celebration will be. held in Dub- 
lin, under the auspices of the Irish 
Gardeners’ Association, and will con- 
stitute one of the most unique and 
striking festivals of the present cen- 
tury. 

Though utterly devoid of beauty the 
irish potato has been a faithful servant 
to the human family and its record in 
this respect fully atones for its lack 
of comliness. It has served both rich 
and poor alike; and has fed the hun- 
gry pauper bending over his solitary 
meal as cheerfully as it has the pros- 
perous banker, seated in his gorgeous 
dining room. To many it has been the 
staff of life, taking even the place of 
bread itself. It is chiefly due to this 
homely vegetable’ that the gaunt specter 
of famine was driven from the shores 
of Ireland some fifteen or twenty years 
ago; and the same generous service 
which it rendered to the starving peo- 
ple of Ireland at that time it has like- 
wise rendered in a measure to almost 
every nation on the globe. Easily cul- 
tivated, it finds a congenial: soil wher- 
ever it is planted, and the area of its 
growth, therefore, is restricted to no 
favored portion of the earth. On this 
account it has been a constant and un- 
mixed blessing to humanity. 

The irish potato is of noble origin. 
It was Sir Walter Raleigh, the great 
navigator, who planted the first sprout 
in the little garden attached to his resi- 
dence in Ireland. The year in which 
this simple performance, which was 
destined to increase the renown of the 
daring navigator, occurred in 4596. Lit- 
tle did he dream of the universal har- 
vest which his crop would yield in the 
coming years or speculate upon the 
teeming millions which fts bounty has 
fed. —

In spite of the cordial reception given

To fully understand the awkward and 
embarrassing position of the Memphis 
paper at this time it is necessary to 
review some of the earlier happenings 
of the campaign. 

Prior to the action of the national 
convention in Chicago The Commercial- 
Appeal, then under the editorial man- 
agement of Colonel E. W. Carmack,

paper. Congressman Josiah Patterson, 
formerly for free coinage, but now a 
goldbug of the most pronounced type, 
was at that time ridiculing the idea 
of free coinage and making bitter 
speeches in various parts of the coun- 
try, with the hope of bringing the con- 
vention’ under the domination of the 
gold sentiment. On account of some 
hidden pull Avhich he had with the 
owners of the paper it was decided. to 
give him editorial support in his race 
for re-election to congress and instruc- 
tions were accordingly issued to Colo- 
nel Carmack, As the paper was then 
doing its utmost to secure a free coin- 
age delegation from Tennessee to at- 
tend the Chicago convention, Colonel 
Carmack refused to sacrifice his con- 
victions by supporting Patterson, and 
thereupon tendered his resignation. 
Since that time the paper has occupied 
the strangely inconsistent attitude of 
supporting Patterson on one hand and 
the principles of free coinage on the 
other. 

Colonel Carmack, on .account of his 
able and consistent record as a cham- 
pion of bimetallism, was nominated 
for congress by the silver wing of the 
democracy of the district to oppose 
Colonel Patterson, the nominee of* the 
gold democrats. Though stoutly as- 
serting its devotion to free coinage, The 
Commercial-Appeal continues to advo- 
cate the election of Colonel Patterson 
in preference to his opponent, who 
stands directly in line with its policy 
on the money question. 

Such was the complication of affairs 
which confronted Mr. Bryan last Mon- 
day evening. In upholding afterwards 
the claims of Mr. Carmack, who stood 
upon the same principle which he him- 
self was advocating, Mr. Bryan sim- 
ply did what a sense of duty and pa- 
triotism constrained him to do. As 
stated by the democratic nominee, if 
would be idle to elect him president of 
the United States and then send men 
to congress whose views on the money 
question would render it impossible for 
him to carry out the-reform which the 
platform of the party contemplated. 

That the feeling of The Commercial- 
Appeal should be hurt by the ‘“‘meddle- 
some interference” of Mr. Bryan is some- 
thing to be regretted. It nevertheless 
remains that Mr. Bryan was fully au- 
thorized in the position which he took, 
not only by the logic of the situafion, 
but also by the marked enthusiasm 
with which his words were greeted. 
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Patriotism and the Money Power. 
Such was the fear which influenced 
the pioneer statesmen of this country 
lest the government should fall into 
the hands of the money power that the 
following resolution was -adiopted by 
congress on December 23, 1793: 

Any person holding any office or stock 

in any institution in the nature of a 

bank for issuing or discounting bills or 

notes payable to bearer or order, can- 

not be a member of the house whilst 

he ‘holds such office or stock. 
As remarkable as this resolution may 
sound to the commercial ears of the 
present generation it nevertheless re- 
ceived the adoption of congress and 
was promptly transmitted to President 
Washington, who gave it his signature 
without a moment’s hesitation. 

In those days patriotism was not 
So rare as it is at this time, nor was 
it considered at all mecessary that 
England should be consulted on the 
subject of American finance. It was 
deemed a wise precaution by the states- 
men of that era to keep the government 
unspotted from the money power and 
to run it solely in the interest of the 
people without favor or discrimination. 

If those worthy old patriots could 
emerge from the soil in which their 
bones have moldered for, nearly a cen- 
tury and leisurely survey the govern- 
ment now completely in the grasp of 
the money power, they would hardly be 
able to recognize it as the one over 
which they presided in former years 
with so much anxious solicitude. 

Inspired by the shades of these ven- 
erated men the democratic party is 
marching on to a glorious victory in 
November.

HOW SILVER WAS DEMONETIZED 
An Interesting Affidavit—How Seyd 
Was Welcomed Home. 

The Maryville Daily Review of Satur- 
day published the following, which ex- 
plains itself: ’ 

‘T, John HH. Applegate, under oath, 
state that I am forty-two years old and 
have a wife and two children with whom 
I now live on my own farm in Atchison 
township, and have lived in Nodaway 
county since 1879, and my present address 
is Hopkins, Nodaway county, Missouri. 

“I am a citizen of the United States. I 
was born in England and lived in the 
town of Ludham in the years of 1872 and 
1873. It was reported that Ernest Seyd 
had succeeded in having the silver dollar 
dropped from the coinage of the United 
States and he made public speeches, ‘and 
ratification meetings were held, and all 
the big men of the English people turned 
out, and bonfires were lighted and torch- 
lights were carried and all the people of 
England celebrated the event as of very 

eat importance and spoke in highest 
erms of praise of Rothschild and the able 
manner in which Ernest Seyd had per- 
formed his mission to the United States. 

“I heard Ernest Seyd speak at the city 
of Norwich, England, after he had re- 
turned from the United States, and I 
should say there were 5,000 people or more 
present.

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Opponents Take the Matter Before Judge 
“George F. Gober. 


WANT TO STOP PAY FOR WORK 


City Authorities Say There Will Be 
No Trouble and the Work Is 
Progressing Rapidly. 


Mayor King and Comptroller Goldsmith 
have been served with an order issued by 
Judge George F. Gober, of the Blue Ridge 
circuit, requiring them to appear before 
the court and show cause why they should 
not be restrained from paying A. W. Ham- 
mond for the work being done on White- 
hall street. 

The order was petitioned for by A. Mor- 
rison, and Attorney H. A. Alexander repre- 
sented him in the matter. The petition was 
heard by Judge Gober several days ago at 
his office in Cobb county, but the Atlanta 
officials were not served with a copy of the 
papers in the case until yesterday morn- 
ing. The case is set for a hearing before 
Judge Gober in Marietta on October Iith. 

The proceeding is a continuation of the 
fight made on the Hammond bid to repave 
Whitehall street. The bid was accepted by 
the council and aldermanic board and ap- 
proved by the mayor more than a week 
ago. Strenuous opposition was made to 
the acceptance of the bid, but it was ac- 
cepted and the city has already entered 
into a contract with A. W. Hammond to do 
the work and about one-third of it has al- 
ready been completed. The work will all 
be completed by the time the case is heard 
by Judge Gober and it will be impossible 


for the opponents of the Hammond con- 


_tract to stop the work in an incompleted 


state,.as they endeavored to do. 
Morrison and. his attorney set out that 
the contract with Hammond was made 
illegally and they seek to restrain the 
thayor and comptroller from paying for 
the work. The contract is alleged to be 
illegal on the ground that it is an agree- 
ment with Hammond to make permanent 
improvements on Whitehall street, which 
will benefit the property at the expense of 
the city entirely. Morrison alleges that the 
city will bear the whole cost of the, im- 
provement, which is in violation of the 
city charter and an injustice to property 
owners, according to the petitioner. 
Several days ago the petition of Morrison 
was presented to Judge Lumpkin, but he 
declined to consider the case because he fs 
an interested party, owning real estate on 
Whitehall, along which the work is being 


done. 

The paper was taken to Judge Gober in 
Marietta and he simply directed the officials 
to appear before him. The city authorities 
are not at all worried about the matter 
and they have no doubt the case 
will fall through when it is heard. Mayor 
King declined to discuss the matter, stat- 
ing that he would obey the order of the 
court. 

The fight on the acceptance of the Ham- 
mend bid was the most bitter made in the 
council in a long time. The opponents of 
the Hammond bid used every effort to de- 
feat the project and they kept up the op- 
position until the last moment. It was 
thought that the matter was finally dis- 
posed of when the contract was signed by 
the mayor and Hammond, but the question 
has bobbed up again and is now in the 
courts. 

In the meantime the contractors are go- 
ing ahead with the work and in a week 
or ten days it will have been completed. 
The contractors have no fear that they 
will not be paid for their labor. 


NOT MANY BOLTING DEMOCRATS 
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North Carolina Will Not Show 10,000 


“Sound Money” Voters. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 7.—(Special.)—W. 
W. Clark, “national’’ democrat, says he 
now doubts that his party will poll 10,000 in

anti-Bryan democrats and that 50 per cent 
of these will vote for McKinley, as they 
say intend to fire both barrels. Clark says 
he will make a hard fight among the fac- 
tory operatives and the laboring classes.

Barrooms Were Closed Yesterday but 
Several Blind Tigers Got in 
Good Work. .

Notwithstanding the fact that the sa- 
loons were closed in Atlanta yesterday, fhe 
throats of the thirsty politiclans were mois- 
tened with booze just the same, and it was 


not hard’ to get. 
Rans Miller.is a black negro well known 


ih police circles, whe seems to have a won- 
derful mania for making lucre irrespective 
of the law or anything else. 

Yesterday morning Rans walked. down 
Decatur street as usual. and on the doors 
of his favorite haunts he was greeted by 
the cheerless placard: ‘‘Closed for election 
day.” Then it was that the thought sud. 
denly popped into his mind that there 
might be lots of-other negroes as thirsty 
as himself. Therefore he went to a whole- 
sale house and purchasing a big bottle of 
good corn, and a glass, paraded Decatur 
street with a’ significant wink in his eye 
for every one he met of the ‘not give 
away variety.” . 

Consequently, about noon Decatur street 
was strewn with drunken negroes, and the 
officers wondered. In the meantime Rans 
was still walking the street, occasionally 
dropping into a corner with a friend, and 


was getting rich rapidly. 

But all good things come to an end some 
time. Detectives Conn and Walthal hap- 
pened on Decatur street while Rans was 
congratulating himself on .nis good luck, 
and they noticed that he was the central 
point from whom radiated innumerable 
negroes, who hardly had sense enough to 
know whom they were voting for. . 

Then it was that the detectives thought 
they would test their ability to secure a 
drink also. They therefore proceeded to the 
station house and procured the services 
of a little negro who was armed with a 
quarter and instructed him to buy all the 
booze he could from the dusky blind tiger. 

In a short while the decoy returned 
bringing with him enough to serve both 
Walton and Conn. It was not long then ere 
Miller and his bottles were languishing be- 
hind the bars at the station house, and 
he was jerked up before the recorder for 
trial yesterday afternoon. His plea was 
that he had suddenly become imbued with 
a wonderful love for mankind and had de- 
cided to give them all a treat. When asked 
how much he had made he looked as if he 
was about to be electrocuted, so dreadfuliy 
was he shocked. Judge Calhoun gave him 
$100 and costs, which he failed to pay, and 
he was sent to the stockade to hold seances 
with the alleged insects for thirty days. 


Rans Was Not Alone. 

Miller was not the only person who at- 
tempted to do the blind tiger act yesterday. 
George Watson and Walter Johnson, two 
other negroes, were arrested on the same 
charge, in the same way, and will be 
given a hearing this afternoon. 

L. B. Ward, who runs a saloon on De- 
catur street, was also ruthlessly embraced 
by the strong right arm of the law. An 
officer happened to pass Ward's place of 
business yesterday afternoon and he was 
shocked to find the doors of the estabtish- 
ment wide open. No whisky was being sold, 
apparently, but the law had been violated 
and he was placed under arrest. 

Ward bitterly denies that he was selling 
whisky, and claims he had merely taken 
advantage of the lull in business to sweep 
out. He will also have to come under Judge 
Andy’s imperial sway this afternoon. 


McKINLEY LIKE THE MOON. 


Changes His Views To Suit Shylocks 
When They. Demand It. 


Editor Constituticon—The Hanarchists of 
Wall street professedly are disinterested, 
so far as it affects themselves, whether the 
single gold standard is perpetuated or not, 
but they want it for the inestimable good 
it works for the laboring man; and al- 
though the workingman does not want it, 
yet the Hanarchists are determined to 
cram it. down his throat anyhow,. as he 
does not know it is a good thing for him, 
and a bad thing for the gold sharks. 

They are inconsistent (if not untruthful) 
in all their professions. The New York 
World, a mammoth Hanarchist, has about 
abandoned all of its guns, with which it 
has been bombarding Mr. Bryan, except 
the one which it is daily firing at the “‘sil- 
ver trust.’’ The World sees an awful crime 
in the “silver trust’’ being permitted to 
have 52 cents’ worth of silver coined into 
a good, sound, round, legal tender dollar, 
and thereby make clear 48 cents, — good 
as a gold dollar. Mr. McKinley, on October 
ist, down at Canton, said: ‘‘Congress can- 
not decree that 52 cents’ worth of silver 
shall be worth 100 cents.’’ 

The World says you can; McKinley says 
you can’t. The World declares the “silver 
trust”” will make $35,000,000 a year if Bryan 
is elected, as all their silver will be coined 
and worth a dollar. McKinley says in effect 
it is not true, as they will be 52-cent dol- 
lars. 

The fact is, they are both endeavoring to 
smother the truth in the interest of the 
gold, bond, and other trusts, as these 
trusts are distressed at the thought of gold 
declining from a 200-cent dollar to a 100- 
cent dollar, which they would have to take 
in settlement of existing obligations, there- 
by being unable to fleece their debtors in 
double the amount to which they are en- 
titled. 

They know that there never was and 
never will be a #-cent legal tender dollar 
in the United. States, but what they do 
know is that there is now a 200--cent dollar 
that is torturing the debtors of this coun- 
try, Who owe $45,000,000,000, and that through 
its instrumentality they are harvesting 
double the amount of prcducts and labor 
of the people. It is what McKinley cails 
“work and wags are cut in two,” which 
is only another name for the robber dollar. 
When this stupendous debt was contracted 
Searcely a dollar of gold was passed, but 
greenbacks, silver and silver certificates 
only. Hanarchists are not willing to re- 
ceive In payment that which they gave, 
but want gold, which buys double as much 
as the money they loaned.

TOM DELK MAKES BOLD MOVE 

Jailer Eubanks Is Watchful and Has 


the Condemned Man Chained 
to the Floor. 


The excitement in Pike county these Oc- 
tober days is intense, and it has been 
caused by the fear that the noted Delks, 
who were sent up from that county, will 
escape jail and return to their native heath. 

It is said that every time a report is 
printed where the young outlaw tries to 
break jail an onimous fear pervades the 
whole of that.county. People live in mor- 
ta¥ dread of the old man and his son and 
are constantly on the lookout for him to 
escape jail and do havoc among his former 
neighbors who have prosecuted them. 

The ‘Delks were sent to Atlanta for safe- 
keeping, the jail in Zebulon being very in- 
secure. The people of Pike county were 
victims of their depredations for months 
before they were finally caught. When 
there is any probability of them returning, 
and there is, if they e@er escape, the peo- 
ple simply go wild with’ fear and consider 
even their lives at stake. 

Sheriff Slade, however, has all confidence 
in Jailer Eubanks and his assistants at the 
Fulton county a and is willing to entrust 
his famous prisoners to their keeping. It has 
been the opinion of a good many here of 
late, prompted by Tom’s many daring ef- 
forts, that he would finally escape before 
his destiny is announced. Of this, however, 
there ts little, if any, probability. Delk is 
chained to the floor of his cell with irons 
he cannot break and he is located near the 
office, where his every movement is heard. 

Jailer Eubanks Talks. 

When seen yesterday afternoon Jailer Eu- 
banks was very positive the Delks had no 
possible chance to escape. . 

“It is simply a physical impossibility, 
said he. ‘‘Delk cannot possibly get out of 
this jail. He might saw every plank from 
the floor if he had the tools, and then @e 
could not get out. This sentiment in Pike 
county that the prisoners would probably 
escape is ill founded. We will certainly 
keep them here as long as we are OfF- 
dered.”’ 

When the last plot to break jail with 
Delk at the head, was discovered, and an 
account was published in The Constitution, 
the whole of Pike county is said to have 
been terror stricken. 

The county commissioners held a hasty 
meeting and sent one of their number te 
Atlanta to see if the report were true. 
Sheriff Slade came also and ‘the stated he 
wanted the Delks held if the chains had to 
be placed around their necks. 

Under the efficient management of Jailer 
Eubanks, however, there is little danger of 


an escape. 


NEW YORK’S PEANUT MONOPOLY 


A Remarkable Industry Which Has 
Started Up in the Metropolis. 
The peanut has risen from insignificance 
to dignity. It threatens to become one of 

the staple products of the country. 

A company has now been formed by 

some of the leading capitalists of Pittsburg 
to control the peanut market. This compa- 
ny, which will be known as the American 
Food and Oil] Company and has a capital 
of $60,000, will open headquarters at Nor- 
folk, Va.,*the center of the peanut indus- 
try. . 
The manufacture of food products and 
oil out of the peanut is practically an ex- 
periment in this country, although it has 
been one of the great industries of France, 
and especially in Marseilles, for many 
years. Those interested in the present un- 
dertaking are confident of success, beause 
of the superiority of the product over other 
oils and meals, and also because in America 
there-is unlimited room for the development 
of the peanut-raising industry in the south- 
ern states. 

The recent statement of Edward Atkin- 
son, of Boston, the political economist and 
statistician, that in a few years the peanut 
crop will be one of the prime staples of 
the south, was no doubt a surprise to many. 
But statistics bear the statement out, and 
it is proved that the industry is constantly 
growing. 

The peanut oil is said to be so like olive 
oil that only the chemist or the expert can 
detect the difference. Its flavor is pleasant 
and bland, and it may, on account of its 
purity, eventually supplant olive oil in all 
culinary uses for the table. 

The refined forms of the oil are used as 
the basis of all pure toilet soaps which 


is an excellent lubricant, being equal. to 
sperm oil, besides being non-oxydizing and 
free from gum. Its keeping qualities are 
superior to cotton seed oil, 

Other uses to which peanut oil is put are 
for slab dressing by confectioners -and 
woolen manufacturers and in the molds of 
plug tobacco manufaturers. The kernel 
or feshy part of the nut, in its properties 
uS a food, closely resembies the soja bean, 
which is used by the armies of foreign 
countr.es as a ration and has a much 
higher nourishing value. It can be manu- 
tactured into ali sorts of cakes, biscuits, 
breads, soups, griddle caks, etc., and is well 
suited to persons with impaired digestive 
organs. . 

The residue of the nut, that is, the shell, 
is said to make a food for live stock that 
is much more nourishing than bran or cot- 
ton seed hull. Thus no part-of the nut is 
wasted, but all is turned to profit. 

The statement that Marseilles imports 
yearly $5,000,000 worth of peanuts from Af- 
rica and India gives some idea of the mag- 
nitude of this ‘industry that America is so 
well suited to foster. No country in the 
world is better adapted ‘to “the raising of 
peanuts than the South Atlantic states. 
The crops have been seadily increasing dur- 
ing recent years, and a great development 
is looked for in the immediate future.

RUN OVER BY A FREIGHT TRAIN 


He Was a Brakeman When the Ac- 
_eident Occurred and Says Engi- 
neer Is Responsible. | 


? ' 


John F. Smith, a brakeman, yesterday 
filed a suit in the United States court 
against the Southern railway for $25,000 
damages for injuries received in a railroad 
accident: Smith is represented by Attor- 
neys Glenn & Rountree. The papers filed 
allege that the, engineer of a freight train 
on the Georgia Pacific ra‘ilroad, which is 
under the control of the Southern system, 
is responsible for the ‘loss of one of his 
legs, Which was run over by the train and 


cut off. 

The accident occurred on December 6th, 
in the state of Alabama. According to the 
petitiohner’s allegations the train had de- 
scended an incline and was about to go up 
a rather sharp grade when the engineer 
violated the rules of the railroad company 
and caused the accident. The rules, he de- 
clares, provide that the steam is to be 
turned off and air brakes are to be put on 
on every sharp decline of the tracks and 
that in case of a sudden rise after the down 
grade the hand brakes are to be taken off 
before the air brakes are releaged or the 
steam turned on. In utter violation of this 
regulation, it is claimed that the’ engineer 
removed the air brakes and turned on the 
steam before the hand brakes were re- 
leased and that as a consequence there 
was a violent and sudden jerk that threw 
the petitioner on his left hand so violently 
that he was unable to hold his weight and 
was consequently hurled between the cars. 
His left leg was cut off just above the 
ankle and broken in two places below the 
knee. 

The petitioner claims that no blame at- 
taches to himself, and that the railroad 
is entirely responsible. He alleges cruelty 
on the part of the railroad officers for not 
ministering to his sufferings, alleging that 
instead of putting him off the train at An- 
niston, Ala., they brought him on to At- 
lanta, He declares that though Dr. Bo- 
cock, the railroad’s surgeon, accompanied 
him on the train from Anniston to Atlanta 
he did nothing to relieve his sufferings. He 
was in bed more than five months, unable 
to work. 

He claims that he will never be able to 
do more than half the work he formerly 
did. He was earning $36 monthly and now 
says he will never be able to earn half 
that sum. 

In view of these facts he petitions for 
an award of $25,000 damages for his physi- 
cal aisabilities, his loss of time and his 
pain and suffering.

Prophecies by Leaders on Both Sides 


on the Coming Election. 
Henry George, in The New York Journal. 

Cleveland, October 5.—After such an ex- 
amination as one may make in a littie 
over two weeks, it is my conclusion that 
Bryan will carry Ohio on the 8d of Novem- 
ber, and that the electoral vote of his own 
state will be cast against McKinley. 
This is not a preconceived opinion. On 
the contrary, when I entered the state my 
first impression, though not decided, tended 
the other way. Nor is it an opinion in 
which the wish has been father to the 
thought. I know how subtle is the dispo- 
sition to see things through the medium of 
one’s own desires, vet- I have not only tried 
to dispassionately discover and coolly es- 
timate political conditions and tendencies, 
but think that I have so far succeeded in 
trying to be fair as to orien, rather than 
to over, estimate what has accorded with 
my wish. 

Nor have I any such intense desire as to 
the result. of this election to warp my 
judgment. I resolved from the first to vote 
for Bryan, for, although I might dissent 
from him on some things, he clearly came 
nearest to expressing what I think just 
and right in national policy. But I would 
cast my suffrage for him as readily if I 
knew he would not get a single electoral 
vote as if I knew he would gain the whole 
College. And I have learned not to count 
too much upon elections. I tried to aid the 
election of Tilden with all my strength, 
because I thought him a believer in that 
Jeffersonian philosophy on an adherence to 
which I believe the perpetuity of demo- 
‘eratic republican institutions depends. 


For McKinley Once. 

I again worked earnestly for the election 
of Cleveland, only subsequently to feel 
that it would have been better for the 
immediate success of all I thought him to 
stand for if the election had gone the 
other way. I was ready to vote for Mc- 
Kinley, although he stands for everything 
I oppose, in case Cleveland or such a 
democrat as he proved himself to be had 
been chosen at Chicago, for, free trader 
as I am, I thought it better to have a 
thorough-going protectionist in the presi- 
dential chair than such a revenue reform- 
er as Mr. Cleveland proved to be. 

Nor would I now despair were McKinley 
to be elected, for under him I think there 
would be such a saturnalia of special priv- 
ilege as would bring strong and quick re- 
action. In this cool témper I have gone 
over so much of the state of Ohio as makes 
me think I can judge of the rest, forming 
my opinions from those whom I couid 
think dispassionate, and it now seems to 
me that Bryan is gaining a greater 
strength in McKimley’s own state than 
even tfie local democratic politicians dare 
to figure on. 

Both the hope and fear that McKinley 
will carry Ohio are based upon the perfec- 
tion of the republican organization, the spe- 
cial interests at its back and the great 
amount of money at its disposal. But to my 
mind there are forces on the other side 
that more than offset these. Take the 
matter of organization, a matter of which 
every democratic practical politician la- 
ments the lack, and it seems to me that 
the Bryan people have the advantage, 
Their organization is of a different kind, 
but it will prove, I think, the more ef. 
fective as the short sword and more open 
order of the Roman legion proved more 
effective than the long spears and ser- 
ried ranks of the Grecian phalanx.

In every city in which I have been, and 
in every town of which I have heard, is

The telegraphers strike on the Cinadian 
Pacific railroad, which threatened to spread 
among other classes of employes on that 
system, was declared off yesterday. The 
telegraphers won a notable victory und the 
members of the Order of Railroa:i Tele- 
graphers in this section are pleas«d with 
the outcome of the trouble. 

The strike was one of immense propor- 
tions and it threatened to seriouslv inter- 
fere with railroad traffic in Candga, and 
there was danger of the trouble spreading 
out into the United States. More than 1,000 
telegraphers employed by the Canadian Pa- 
cific from the Atlantic to the Pacific ocean 
Went out on the strike and every one of 
them remained away from the offices. 
Trains were stopped and the greut rail- 
road found it inypossible to carry on the 
immense business done by it. 

Mr. Charles Daniél, of Atlanta, a mrember 
of the grand executive committee of the 
Order of Railroad ‘Telegraphers, is in re- 
ceipt of a telegram from W. V. Powell, 
grand chief of the order, advising him that 
the strike was declared off yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Powell says the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad Company agreed to recognize the 
order and its members and to arbitrate the 
differences between the conrpany «and its 
employes before a fair tribunal. All of the 
Strikers will be allowed to resume work 
and the management of the company guar- 
antees that its employes shall be fairly 
treated in future, adjusting the grievances 
complained of which resulted in the strike. 

The settlement of the strike is quite a 
victory for the order, and it means thous- 
ands of dollars in increased pay for the 
men, they having struck for better wages 
and shorter hours ‘of labor. Grand Chief 
Powell and other officers of the telegraph- 
ers’ order were on the: scene and several] 
executive officers of the trainmen’s conduc- 
tors’, engineers’, firemen’s and switchmen’s 
organizations were in Canada ready to as- 
Sist the strikers if necessary. It was feared 
that the strike would become general and 
the Canadian government: called on the 
railroad officials for an explanation of the 
trouble. That interference of the govern- 
oni helped the telegraphers to win a vic- 
ory. 

The Order of, Railroad Telegraphers is 
the youngest of the railroad labor organi- 
zations, but it is one of the strongest. The 
Canadian Pacific victory adds another im- 
portant one to its list of successes. The 
“many members of the order in this country 
nore been watching the strike with in- 
erest.

Curries for Clever Cooks. 

Curried oysters are delicious. Place in 
a saucepan one 'tablespoonful of butter, and 
when it is melted stir in one tablespoonful 
of flour and a teaspoonful of curry pow- 
der. Add one cup of the oyster liquor and 
when the sauce is cooked add one dozen 
oysters to this ‘amount of sauce and salt 
to suit the taste. The oysters should cook 
about three minutes. Then turn into the 
center of a hot platter. A nice accomponi. 
ment is crisp bacon arranged around the 
edge. Serve celery with curried oysters. 

For crab curry procure one dozen large 
crabs, boil them and carefully take out the 
meat from the shells. Meanwhile put over 
the fire in a saucepan three tablespoonfuls 
of butter. When it is melted stir in one 
teaspoonful each of of tumcrie and curry 
powder, and add one cup of stock and a 
teaspoonful of onion juice. Let the sauge 
cook five minutes, then season with sdlt 
and add the prepared crab meat. Cover the 
saucepan containing the mixture and place 
it in a pan of boiling water over the cool- 
est part of the fire and let it remain fif- 
teen minutes. Flavor with wine or lemon 
juice and serve as a course with -nicely 
browned buttered toast or crisp crackers. 

For curried rice and tomatoes: To one 
quart of stewed tomatoes that have been 
well seasoned add two or three okras cut 
into thin slices, a tablespoonful of melted 
butter and one teaspoonful of curry pow- 
der. Soak one cup of rice in cold water 
fifteen minutes and then rinse in clear 
water. Butter a baking dish and put in a 
layer of the prepared tomatoes, then a 
layer of rice, alternating them until the 
dish is filled, having tomatoes for the last 
layer. Sprinkle bread crumbs over the 
top and scatter tiny’ bits of butter over 
them. Place the dish‘: in a moderate oven 
and bake about forty-five minutes.

in Paris portended the restoration of a hat- 
ed dynasty, sure to be ‘hostile in spirit, 
if not in act, to the free institutions which 
for two preceding decudes had assured 
prosperity and progress. Amid such dismal 
associations the Czar Alexander could not 
hope for anything but perfunctory respect 
and purchasable plaudits. and it must have 
been brought home to him in a hundred 
disagreeable ways that to the mags of the 
Parisians he was a most unwelcome vis- 
itant. 

It was in 1867 that Alexander II, the 
grandfather: of the present czar, crossed 
Europe to witness the great exposition of 
that year, in which the prestige of the sec- 
ond empire seemed to culminate, so far as 
superficial splendor went. In the career 
of the illustrious sight-scer there had been 
at least one incident which) should have led 
the emotional Parisians to view him with 
admiration and esteem, Only a few years 
had passed since, by the stroke of the pen, 
the Russian emperor had emancipated over 
20,000,000 of serfs, and had graciously en- 
dowed them with the lands which they had 
previously tilled for others: a reform which, 
as regards the unselfishness of the motives 
prompting it and the colossal scope of its 
benificence, has never been equaled on the 
earth. Almost simultancously, however, 
with the memorable deliverance of the Rus- 
sian peasantry from servitude, had broken 
out the last Polish insurrection, which, as 
men now living can recall; was literally 
drowned in blood. The hearts of many 
Frenchmen had been wrung by the fate of 
those combatants for liberty, and the anx- 
ious efforts of Napoleon JIl to shield his 
fr.end from annoyance could not altogether 
repress the utterance of reproach and im- 
precation, or prevent a young law student 
from shouting, “Vive la Polonge, sire!’ in 
the startled ear of the imperial guest. 

It is scarcely possiblé that any such un- 
pleasant incident will mar the reception of 
the czar and the czarina today. It is
